A man who has farmeii ‘the and 
where he was born for a quarter 
century, Victor Watson of  Air- 
drie,; and his family today were 
named one of Alberta's Master 
Farm Families for 1961. 

This progressive farmer and 
rancher now operates his thriv- 
ing business on a 5,300-acre farm 
and ranch layout about five miles 
west of Airdrie. 

Mr. Watson is one of the prov- 
inte’s lading ‘registered seed 
growers s»necializing in Thatcher 
Wheat, Victory and Lorairi® oats, 
Ollie barley and forages. He enter- 
e@ the registered seed business in 
1985 and just three years later 
captured ‘the championshin for 
Victory oats at the Royal Winter 
Fair, Toronto. His seed has won 
several awards at fairs in Alberta 
and throughout western Canada. 

Seed grown by Watson is sold 
throughout Alberta. When asked 
what induced kim to enter the seed 
growing business, Mr. Watson re- 
plied, “A neighbor of mine, How- 
and Wright, was growing and sack- 
ing wheat for 60 cents in 1985 and 
in these days that looked like a 
ge0d business deal to me.” He op- 
erates a/large seed cleaning plant 
at the farm site 

An important experiment, that of 
feeding livestock from _ refuge 
screenings, is being conducted, by 
Victor Watson and his 18-year-old 
sob Allan. During the, past year, 
Allan. has been feeding a iftew’ 
Stade cattle. It is estimated that 
when the cattle are marketed this 
fall that they, will haye doubled.

Mr, ‘Watson has just, completed 
epnstruction of a self-feeder with 
a capacity of 10 carloads of screen- 
ings. According to Mr. Watson the 
refuge screenings are} excellent 
foods amd ‘the! selffeeder system 
cuts labor costs. A shelter sto ac- 
commodate 250 cattle will be built 


This will prevent the spread of 
weeds from manure whicb would 
occur if the cattle were aHowed 


to roam the entire ranch. 

“I -believe I will be able to feed 
the proposed herd for about $3,000 
and put about $15,000 worth of 
meat on them when marketed,” 
said the master farmer from Air- 
drie. 

Mr. Watson always has had some 
livestock but he really entered the 
large-scale cattle field when he 
bought the Willow Svrings Ranch 
with its accredited herd of pure- 
bred Herefords from Ingwell Sun- 
dali in the spring of 1948. The 
ranch; which adjoined the original 
Watson farm before it became part 
of it, was formerly owned by the 
famous cattleman, Frank Collicutt. 
Mr. Collicutt was among the first 
five Albertans who this year were 
named to the Porvincial Agricul- 
ture Halli of Fame. 

In 1947 Victor Watson captured 
the Grand Championship with one 
of his Suffolk Rams at the Royal 
Winter Fair. The following year 
one of his ewes won the grand 
championship at the same fair in

Bach master farm family re- 
ceives an award of $1,000, an en- 
graved plaque and a name plate 
for the farm entrance. 

Objectives of the master farm 
family program are to provide a 
practical recognition of farm and 
family progress and approved 
agricultural practices. The advan- 
tages of the farming vocation and 
the wholesom@ness and dignity of 
rural life are emphasized and farm 
youth are provided with a goal by 
the program. 

Mr. Dre reminded the people of 
Alberta that one of the main pur- 
poses of the program is to find 
and honor those families who have 
made outstanding progress in 
farming, homemaking and citizen- 
ship. 

“The slogans of the Master Farm 
Family: are Good Farming, Right 
Living and Clear Thinking,” he 
said. “I hone the program will con- 
tinue to encourage and maintain 
the high ideals of good farming 
practices, good family relation- 
ships and good citizenship.” 

With the continuance of the pro- 

gram from year to year, the high 
standards required for nomination 
are becoming more fully appreciat- 
ed by the people of the province. 
A total of 36 families were nomin- 
ated for the 1951 Master Farm 
Family Award, a total slightly less 
thah that nominated Jast year. 
. Candidates for the master farm 
family awards must be. Canadian 
citizens who have operated farms 
in Alberta as owners or lessees for 
20 «consecutive years, (military 
service is included). At least three 
fheighDors must nominate a candi- 
Gaté and the candidate must per- 
sonally aceept the nomination. 

The winners are. selected on a 
district and regional basis and con- 
firmed finally by a provincial com- 
mittee. The regions’ correspond 
roughly to the soil zones of Al- 
berta. Both technical and practical 
agriculturists and home econo- 
mists are represented on all com- 
mittees. 

Under the system of selection, 
provision is made for an evalua- 
tion under 87 factors related to the 
farm, cultural practices, family, 
and community life. It will be seen 
therefore that a very high stan- 
dard of performance is required 
and that a family can measure up 
only by a creditable record in all 
or most of the points of this very 
comprehensive score card. 

The main divisions are the home 
and farmstead, operation and or- 
ganization of the farm, family and 
community life and management 
and business methods. Possible 
maximum scores have been cal- 
culated carefully for each division 
according to its relative impor- 
tance and the record of each can- 
didate is assessed in relation to 
the possible Scores. 

The Minister of Agriculture con- 
gratulates the master farm fami- 
lies for their fine records of 
achievement and also commends 
the other candidates. who were 
honored by nomination. He ex- 
presses sincere appreciation for 
the work done by the various selec- 
tion committees.
